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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments present by applicant have not been persuasive. 

Applicant has argued that the Giraud reference does not disclose a "retaining threshold" and is defined, in the remarks, that the retaining threshold is a 
discontmuity m shape and, m the claim, as creating a region of intimate contact of the waste with itself 

The examiner respectfully disagrees with applicant. 

The Giraud reference illustrates a change in diameter of the rotating cell in figure 1 and therefore has a discontinuous shape. 

As staled in the final rejection, the Giraud reference discloses wherein the waste material is in intimate contact with itself in col. 1 1 line 58- col 12 line 
20 and therefore the shape comprises a threshold, or degree of discontinuity, which is capable of functioning as that of the instant claim. 

Arguments presented by applicant which are directed toward the reactions taking place in the apparatus are directed toward intended use. A recitation of 
the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably 
distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the Intended use, then it meets the claim. See In re 
Casey, 152. USPQ 235 {CCPA 1967) and In re Otto. 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). 
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
